State commerce commission today dis- 
malased the petition for rehearing in tho 
case of the city of Danville, Va., againat 
the Southern Ratlway Company and oth- 
era, decided last February against the 
raiiroad company. The original dectsaton 
held that the freight rates between the 
west and Danville should not be more 
than 18 per cent above the rates to 
_Lynchbure, and that freight rates for 
northern and eastern cities and rates on 
certain cotnmodities from New Orleans 
to Danville should not exceed those to 
Lynchburg by more than 10 per cent. 
The Southern railway claims that to 
obey the decision woul cause it a total 
lose of over fr annum, through 
necessary changes other points. 

Referring td the/claim of the company 
that its $120,090. of common stock paid 
no dividend 137/1899, and that the order of 
the commission would deprive the own- 
ers of the stock of their property without 
due process of law, the commission says 
that the stock was issued as part of the 
reorganization scheme, under which the 
company came into existence, and {t does 
not appear in the testimony that any- 
thing ever was pald for it. The com- 
mission rules that it does not rest in

Paris, November . — The conversation 
which former President Kruger had with 
the French minister of foreign affairs, M. 
Delcasse, yesterday was confined to the 
former sounding the latter as to the prob- 
able attitude of France in certain eventu- 
alities. Mr. Kruger did not press for a 
‘definite statement and the conversation 
lacked preciseness. M. Delcasse let it be 
understood that France had not changed 
her attitude since he explained the gov- 
ernment’s position in the chamber of 
deputies last March. France will not take 
the initiative in intervention in south 
Africa, but will not discourage any other 
country from so doing. On the contrary, 
she will join in such initiative if it is 
taken under such conditions as appear to 
merit acquiescence. 

Mr. Kruger did not formulate any plak 
and did not intimate what he intended to 
do, byt it is belidvVed he will take the. 
first @fficial diplomatic step at The 
Hague. It is not known whether he will 
ask Holland to propose mediation or open 
clearly defined negotiations. 

Mr. Kruger today drove to the school 
of fine arts to inspect the plaster model 


memory of Colonel de Ville Bois-Maruelil, 
the French. officer who died in south Af- 
rica fighting for the Boers. He was re- 
ceived by Colonel de Ville Bois-Maruelil's 
brother. A number of artistic and t- 
erary people and students were present. 
Mr. Kruger eulogized Colonel de Ville 
Bols-Marueil and his comrades, whose 
devoted heroism, he said, recalled the 
chivalrous knights of the middle ages. 

Mr. Kruger then proceeded to view the 
Pantheon, but was too fatigued to enter. 
He was heartily: cheered everywhere 
along the road. 

The council of the Seine today unani- 
mously adopted a resolution that the 
French government should take the initia- 
tive in the endeavor to bring about an 
arbitration of the issues between Great 
Britain and the Boers.

SHORTS HAVE SURRENDERED 


Young Phillips ‘Refuses To Talk 
About Profits, but It Is Said 
That He Made Hundreds 
of Thousands of Dollars 
on His Deal, 


Chicago, November 2%.—Finding them- 
selves unable to produce enough contract 
No. 2 corn to fill sales made to George 
H. Phillips for November delivery, the 
shorts, including several leading elevator 
firms, it was announced today on the 
board of trade, had agreed to settle their 
shortage at 50 cents. The announcement 
came fs a great surprise to those tradors 
who had “tailed” the Phillips operation. 
At the montent November corn was sell- 
ing around 50 cents, one cent from the 
highest price on the deal, A rush to sell 
followed and the market made no halt 
until just before the closing bell, when It 
rested at 41 cents. 

It is understood that those standing 
short to Phillips, since he began gather- 
ing up offerings of November corn about 
a month ago, exhausted every effort to 
secure enough No, 2 corn to fill thelr 
sales. The local stecks amounted to a 
trifle over one million bushels and the new 
crop of corn was too soft for delivery. 
Plans were even considered to bring back 
a lot of corn from the east, but these 
were abandoned; and, as Phillips was 
upheld by the board of trade committee 
of uppeals in his protest against a lot of 
kiln dried corn, the shorts finally, late 
yesterday, agreed to give over the fight 
and settle with Phillips at the even half 
dollar, where it was apparent the ma- 
nipulator would have no trouble in hold- 
ing the market.

spondence.)—Never has the world 
Been such a polke system as now 
exists here in the capital of the Chinese 
empire. Up to a few weeks ago the Chi- 
nese never had, in a true sense of the 
word, a police force of any kind. Now 
they have all kinds at once. 
And the Chinese do not like ‘‘police.’’ 
The great city is divided into districts, 
and each district is policed by the troops 
of some pariicular nation. This might, 
therefore, be descrbed as a truly cosmo- 
politan city. -The Americans are polic- 


ing the southern city in conjunction with 


the Germans. It is quite needless to say 
that Baron von Ketteler’s avengers do 
not inclire especially to extreme mercy. 
Every Chinaman who falls into their 
hands under circumstances that indicate 
a valid suspicion that the Chinaman is a 
boxer, a robber or a rascal of any kind 


natives are held by the German officers. 
These trials are secret, but from what 
leaks out we know that conviction is a 
foregone conclusion in nearly every case. 

Conviction, in nine cases out of ten, 
means for the unhappy Chinaman a kneel 
ing attitude before a firing spad. Just 
how many of these executions there are 
only the German officers are able to tell, 
and they won't. Every time that a Chi- 
naman is brought before a board of Ger- 
man officers of trial they are sure to re- 
member Von Ketteler. The mental pic- 
ture of their hapless ambassasor,: dragged 
from his house and slain with every de- 
tall of brutality, stands obstinately be- 
tore their eyes. That being the case, 
what chance can the Chinaman hope to 


have? 

Yet the result of these  whole- 
sale executions is that the Ger- 
man yortion of the southern city 


ia becoming rapidly depopulated. The 
Chinese are afraid to live there, for not 
one of them, no matter even if he be an 
ardent pro-foreigner, feels the least sure- 
ty that he will not be arrested and con- 
demned within the next 
hours. Yet no Chinese resident dares 
leave the German section openly. He is 
afraid that filght will de looked upon as 
a full confession of guilt and bring him 
to hie knees before the firing squad. 80 
all sorts of subterfuges are resorted to. 
Well to do natives disguise themselves 
as coollies, pretend to be busy or looking 
for work, and try to get through the Ger- 
man lines. Once in the American sec- 
tion of the city they fee! safe. 

German patrol parties are constantly 
marching through the streets, Non-com- 
missiored officers prowl about seeking 
whom they may accuse. A Chinaman who 
Las a grudge against a neighbor has only 
to lay information that that neighbor was 
one of the mob that dragged Von Kette- 
ler to the ground and dispatched him. 
The chances are all that the accused 
neighbor won't figure as a unit in the 
next census, 

Yet no one blames the Germans. They 
ars writhing under the pain of such an 
outrage against a nation as the world 
has\seldom seen. They are stern people 
in war, these big, splendid, capable Ger- 


men that hereafter

anywhere in China. The only comment

The American Plan. 

In marked contrast to the German idea 
is the American plan. The Chinese who 
live in our nection of the southern city 
are quiet and seem contented. Once in 
a while a native is arrested by a sentry 
or a patrol. Scmetimes the prisoner is 
tried: more often he isn't. Never are the

in all matters with the utmost modera- 
tion. The rights of all natives under our 
charge are respected. Looting has been 
ali but stopped among our men. The Chi- 


nese in our section are reopening their 


shops. The venders with the little cor- 
ner stands are again doing business, while 
the wandering peddlers, with their baskets 
of edibles, pass along practically unmo- 
lesterl. Once in a while some of our 
boys, on mischief bent, raid a fruit 
seller, advising him to send his din to 
Washington. Chinese are flocking in here 
from other quarters. If they continue 
coming as fast as they have been doing, 
in another month there won't be room for 
our patrols to get around. 

The English sphere ia the legation quar- 
ter in the northern city. Whenever Tom- 
my is in a bad humor he vents it in kick- 
ing the first yellow rascal who gets in 
hia way. But these cases are individual. 
The general British treatment of the na- 
tives in the legation quarter can de char- 
acterized only aa indifferent. The British

Over in the northeast portion of the 
northern city the Japanese Are encamp- 
ed and exercise police control. There are 
nome tales to the effect that they resort 
to ortental methods of torture for the 
purpose of extorting confessions, but 1 
have found no one who pretended to have 
more than hearsay knowledge of this 
kind. It la not ereible that the little 
brown men from the land of the rising 
nun are doing anything of the sort, for 
their record all along has been mag- 
nifieent. One significant fact ia that their 
mection of Pekin, where business has 
never crept in before, is now teeming 
with shops. Bankers have moved over 
there to do business, as the air of the 
place is one of thriving. 

But now we come to the darker part of 


the pleture—one which has no exact par- 


allel] in the history of civilized warfare. 
The French have their zone north of the 
Forbidden City. The Russians control 
the western part of the northern city of 
Pekin and also form the guard around 
the Forbidden City itself. As the Rus- 
sians also guard the summer palace, it 
will be noticed that they control all the 
corner lots of vantage out here. 

It is a fearful thing to say—bdut true 
that the French and Russian troops have 
committed the most horrible atrocities in 
their zones. If their officers desire to 
prevent it, they are powerless. Few na- 
tive women or girls long continue to es- 
cape these soldiers. The pursuit is re- 
lentless, dastardly, without excuse. 
Among Chinese women of respectable 
life the ethics in which they are educated 
leave no choice of fate. After such mis-

Some of the unfortunates are able to 
secure oplum and a painiess death. The 
poorer women and girls take the handiest 
route to forgetfulness by jumping down 
wells, It is not an uncommon sight to 
see a yellow mother and her daughter 
stand side by side at a well's brink. They 
wall, commiserate each other and strike 
themselves. Then the mother, with 4 
shriek, plunges down into the well, There 
is a second shriek, and her daughter fol- 
lows. There, under the muddy water, 
the bodies He, until they pollute the well 
and threaten pestilence to every one who 
lives within the walls of Pekin. There is 
no mercy for these women who live with- 
in the sections policed by the French and 
Russians. Over in the American section, 
under the folds of the stars and stripes 
they are as safe as they can wish. The 
same safety attends them in the legation 
quarter, where Tommy Atkins is on 
guard. The Germans, too, severe as they 
may be with the yellow men, respect wo- 
manhood—even yellow womanhood. As 
for the Japanese—well, they have been 
above fault-finding from the very start 
of this trouble. But the conduct of the 
French and Russians is unspeakable. 

Death and Famine. 

Among the Chinese smallpox and typhus 
are spreading with ever increasing activ- 
ity. Unless means are found of stamping 
out these two dread diseases no earthly 
power will be able to prevent fearful !ll- 
ness among the international troops with- 
in the next few weeks. 

And the very fact of these deaths 
among the yellow men adds danger to 
the situation. The Chinese are afraid to 
bury their dead. To do so, they must 
carry the bodiea beyond the limits of the 
city. Time and n funeral parties leav- 
ing Pekin have n stopped by wanton 
soldiers—not ours, thank heaven—and the 
remains escorted by these parties have 
been treated in a most shocking manner. 
To a Chinaman respect for the dead !s 
one of the simplett and strongest virtues, 
To have their dend treated with wanton 
Aiereapect is to bring direat misfortune 
upon themselves. The truth is that the 
natives no longer dare to carry their dead 
to the burying gtounds. This being the 
ease, what can they do? Nothing except 
to hide the besiles about their own prem- 
ises until a time for safe burial comes. 

In the grounds of some of the yards 
are new graves, Ro shallow that a few 
days of high winds are sufficient to un- 
gover the bodies. Countless outbuildings 
contain hidden bodies, The poorer classes 
of the natives are obliged to hide the re- 
mains of their d@parted ones in the same 
houses where the living dwell. Could 
there be any more. frightful menace to 
the general health than this? And there 
are not lacking cases where the mourners 
have been compelled to throw the boriles 
down wells, The water from a well drains 
through the soll to anothér well, from 
there to another, and so on. The Ameri- 
can officers have issued strict orders to 
their men that every drop of drinking 
water must be thoroughly boiled, but 
soldiers are proverbilally careless about 
such orders, and but little of the water, 
except that served to patients in hospital, 
is in the least safe, 

This insufficient burial or hiding’ of 
bodies will continue throughout the city 


until the only means is tried 
that can obviate the danger. That 
means would de for the inter- 
national commanders to issue edicts 


forbidding soldiers, under severest pen- 
alties, to interfere with native burial par- 
ties. Even more than that is needed. 
Guards of American, English and Japa- 
nese soldfers shauld be stationed all 
along the way to the burial grounds to 
forcibly prevent any interference with 
Something of this sort

To add to all these horrors, another is 
inevitable this winter. The gaunt spec- 
tre of famine will stalk through the 
streets, The province of Chi-i!, in which 
Pekin is situated, has never been a rice 
or grain producing center. All food sup- 
plies of this class have come from with- 
out. They are not coming, at present, 
for communication both with the south- 
ern and the more northern provinces is 
shut off. -Chinamen lead a proverbially 
hand-to-mouth existence. This is as well 
typified in Pekin as in any other part 
of the empire. There are no granaries 
here of any consequence. Already food 
for the natives is scarce, It will become 
more and rrore scarce during the next few 
weeks, and will, in a little while, become 
unprocurable for the poorer people, As the 
cold weather closes in there will be no 
more food for these yellow people. They 
will become so desperate that no crime 
will be impossible. Hungry men do not 
reason; starving men go mad. By the 
time the ice forms, the people here will 
all be starving, unlcss something is done, 
and done quickly and largely, 

Peril To Be Faced. 

Of course, this threatened famine will 
not extend to the troops. The soldiers 
of each nation will be fed by their com- 
missariats. There ‘is always plenty cf 
army food here, and more is coming each 
day. But there will not be enough to 
spare for the hundreds of thousands of 
natives who wl have no food of their 
own, | a 

What is to de one? 

Chinamen here who are wealthy enough 
are reeking every chance to leave the 
city. Outside there is danger from boxers 
and robbera, but even, this is preferable 
to atarvation. The most ignorant realise 
the peril that is coming, as their faces 
too plainly show.

“Rupert of Hentaau” la the second 
volume of a novel in two volumes. and as 
was inevitable, is jacking in some of the 
crispness and fressness and unexpected- 
ness that marked the frst volume—“The 
Prisoner of Zenda.” Notwithstanding 
these inherent and natural defects, it 
makes a good play, a play to become 
enthusiastic ovee if “‘The Prisoner of 
Zenda” had not been written to dull the 
keen edge of one’s appetite. 

These nineteenth century young men 
who become involved in eighteenth cen- 
tury escapades and slash their spectacu- 


lar way through a mass of exciting ad- 


ventures to the arms and love of a beauti- 
ful woman, who is incidentally a queen. 
make a direct appeal to the imaginings 
and secret longings of thousands of secm- 
ingly prosaic persons who are forced by 
stern usage to incase their legs in cylin- 
drical bags of tweed and wear derby 
hats. This hypothesis Is borne out, 1 
think, by the immense popularity of these 
modernized Arthurian legends, known as 
costume plays. The love of pure ro- 
mance, that is inherent in even the most 
matttr of fact persons, finds its only 
outlet in this materialistic age in such 
delightfully imposible plays as Rupert 
of Hentzau”’ and others of like character. 
They are peopled with men and women 
with plenty of red corpuscles in their 
veins who do absurdly impractical things 
with no thought of the consequence, They 
live amd fight and love and win or lose 
as the fates may direct without making 
futile outcries against the injustice of 
the gods. 

It there ever was a play that needed to 
be interpreted by persons in whose veins 
good red blood ran warm and swiftly it 
is Rupert of Hentsau. If the perform- 
ance lacks virility and spontaneity, the 
play becomes a series of tableaux. Who- 
ever selected the company supporting Mr. 
Howard Gould this year should have kept 
this fact in mind. 

Mr. Gould gave a tremendous effective 
performance in the dual role of the king 
and Rudolph Rassendyll. His natural- 
ness, his expression and his absolute au- 
thority 
everything he did. He permits himself 
no affectations, no mannerisms, no little 
tricks of specch or gesture that would 
mar the value of his work. It was all 
simple, definite; quiet and clean cut. 

In the scene in Von Tarlenheim's house 
in Streslau when Fritz rushes in to make 
the dramatic announcement of the murder 
of the king, Mr. Gould was at his best. 
He did not clap his hand to his forehead, 
writhe convulsively or do any of the sev- 
eral cheap and stogey things he might 
have done. He srtcod absolutely still, 
with set face as though scarcely compre- 
hending the meaning of the words he had 
heard. The king dead; the queen free—if 
he but put his honor aside he held in the 
hollow of his hand the sum of his de- 
sires. His first words spoken in a cu- 
riously, quiet and level voice told all the 
story of his stress and labor of mind. 

Again. when ne killed „Rupert in the 
cellar his methods were equally sincere. 
He went about as a gentleman having a 
dirty job on his hands and wishing to do 
it as quietly and as expeditiously as pos- 
sible. If Frank McGlynn, who assumed 
the name role, had not been such a pecu- 
liarly colorless and inoffensive young man 
the scene would have been stronger. 

A decent, manly chap and clean heart- 
ed gentleman, such as Rassendyll was, 
could have asked no better treatment 
than he received from Mr. Gould. 

Of the cast C. Detden Pitt, as Von Ber- 
menstein; Frank McGlynn, as Rupert: 
J. Duke Jepone, as Count Rischenheim, 
and W. J. Constantine, as Colonel Sapt, 
gave pla,e thin performances, J. W. 
Lynch, as Rassendyll's English, did a bit 
of effective work in the inn scene, 

Ruth Aldridge, as Flavia, was rather 
emotionless except in her first scene with 
Rassendyll in the last act, when she 
parts from him, 

With more fire and life in the company 
the play would go better. Mr. Gould 
makes it worth seeing now.

Railway and Power Company has the

The chairman of the committee. Alder- 
man Harvey Johnson, was absent, and 
Counciiman John 8. Parks presided. 
Councilmen Roy, Holland and Minhinnett 
were also present. 

After a lengthy discussion between Col- 
onel John B. Goodwin, representing the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company, 
and Preston 8. Arkwright, representing 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, and 
talks by residents of the fourth ward, 
the committee adjourned until the regular 
pre-council meeting at 10 o'clock tomor- 
row morning, when other citizens will be 
heard from and when not only the ques- 
tion of priofity of petitions, but all other 
points in connection with the matters will 
be decided. The electric railway commit- 
tee will make a full report to council 
next Monday afternoon. 

A committee of citizens from the fourth 
ward attended the meeting yesterday 
to urge that the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company be given the sight to lay a line 
ot tracks on Forrest avenue. This com- 
mittee consisted of: 

Charles Hopkins, Dr. Wilson, J. Frank 
eck, Tom Williams, Colonel W. A. Os- 
born, L. B. Nelson, Thomas Peters and 
others. 

James R. Nutting and Frank P. Rice 
also attended the meeting. 

The fi: t speech was made by Colonel 
Goodwin, representing the power compa- 
ny. He stated that he had been in court 
for several days and had been unable 
to prepare himself upon the case. He 
said that he had not even had an oppor- 
tunity to confer with the officers of the 
railroad street railway company. He had 
not been able to examine the records of 
the city and was totally unprepared to 
proceed with a dlscusslon of the mat- 
ters. 

Would Not Postpone Again. 

Councilman Parks informed Colonel 
Goodwin that the meeting had been called 
for the speclal purpose of considering 
the contention as to priority of petitions. 
Councilman Parks sald that the date had 
been set to accommodate Vice Président 
Glenn, of the Atlanta Railway and Pow- 
er Company, who stated that he would be 
present at the meeting of the committee 
with representatives to present his side 
of the matter.

The Three Present Lines. 

He then told of thé three street car 
lines that reach a section of the fourth 
ward that will be benefited by the pro- 
posed line of the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company. Mr. Hopkins told of the trans- 
fer line that operates on Angier avenue 
from Boulevard to Piedmont avenue, 
where the passengers walt. he said, on 
the sidewalk for the coming of the Pied- 
mont avenue car. This line, he said, was 
a miserable makeshift and served little 
purpose in the neighborhood. The track 
on Angier avenue, said Mr. Hopkins, is 
so much out of repair that cars are run 
over it with difficulty and riding is any- 
thing except pleasant. 

He next referred to the Houston, Hu- 
liard and Highland avenue Hnes, saying 
that some of the cars used there were 
remnants of the days when two mules 
hauled the passengérs into the city.

ALONE ARE EXEMPTED 


X shipment of 100,000 young peach trees 


from Georgia nurseries, bound for Cape 


Colony and Natal, South Africa, will be 
made next week, and following the in- 
structions of the English colonial secre- 
tary of agriculture, State Entomofogist 
Scott will go to Augusta in the t few 
days to inspect the trees and report their 
condition by cable to the British authori- 
ties. The shipment to be made by the 
Augusta nursery to South Africa ig not 
the first that will have gone from thia 
state into that country. -Last year a 
shipment about half the size of the pres- 
ent one was sent forward, but the trees 
were held up at Ladysmith on account 
of the Boer-English war. 

An act was recently passed by the Brit- 
ish colonial authorities forbidding the 
shipment of any fruit trees into South 
Africa from either the United States or 
Canada. This was done because the trees 


from Canada and the United States were 
the only ones sent, either into Natal or 
Cape Colony, that were infested with 
San Jose scale. On the earnest petition ot 
State Entomologist Scott, who is person- 
ally acquainted with the entomologist of 
Natal, the colonial government has issued 
an order exempting from the law above 
referred to the trees from Georgia during 
the present season. Aa it stands at pres- 
ent, Georgia fruit trees are the only ones 
anywhere in the United States or Canada 
with the right of entry into British South 
Africa. Professor Scott ig proud of this 
fact, for he stated yesterday that it 
argued confidence in the Georgia nursery- 
men, as well as general excellence for 
the Georgia trees. 

The 100,000 peach trees to be forwarded 
by steamer next week from Augusta go 
largely into Natal, and a large number 
of the re going to that went are 
consign to Ladysmith. Cape Colony 
fruit growers get less than half of the 
shipment. 
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SOUTH GEORGIA LEFT OUT 


ON THE PENSION LISTS: } 


Anticipating pension legislation by 


the general assembly, Pension Commis- 


sioner John W. Lindsey has prepared an important table showing the num- 
ber of pensions to each congressional district in the state and the pro rata of 
pensions to the population. An interesting fact brought out in the table is 
that while only e pensions are paid in the first district, 1,731 go to the ninth 
district, which has a population 20,000 less than the population of the first dis- 
trict. The districts in the northern part of Georgia all receive a heavy pro- 


portion of the pension appropriation. 


This is largely due to the very recent 


development of south Georgia, which was thinly populated at the time of the 
war between the states. In the opinion of the pension commissioner the dif- 
ference, however, is disproportionate, and he expects to ask the general assem- 
bly for legislation along this line which he regards as necessary, 
Commissioner Lindsey suggests the appointment of a pension examiner 
for each cangressional district in the state. This official would review all ap- 
plications for pensions, and thoroughly disinterested as this official is expected 
to be, he would cut off all claims now being paid about which there was doubt 
or uncertainty. This is the suggestion of Commissioner Lindsey looking to a 
reduction of the pension roll instead of cutting off any class to which pensions 


are paid at present. +

Preceding Election 


A ROOM TRADERS’ MARKET 


Larger Interest and the Public Were 
Apparently Out of the Market 
Entirely — London Was 
Lewer and a Heavy 
Seller.

New York, November 26.— Today's stock 
market was the dullest since Monday preced- 
ing the eclecticn. There were no dealings of 
any considerable acale, and the movement of 
prices was sluggieh and irregular and not im- 
portant. The market narrowed very conald- 
erably also, the number of different stocks 
dealt in being smaller than for many days 
past. It is not improbable that tomorrow's 
holiday prompted the curtatiment of specula- 
tive ventures. Theo dealings were left very 
largely in the hands of room traders and the 
larger interests and the public were appar- 
ently out of the market entirely. There was 
no great pressure of liquidation, but when 
any considerable volume of stocks was of- 
fered there was not sufficient demand to sus- 
tain the price. On the other hand, even & 
small demand was sufficient to effect a con- 
siderable advance in price, as the selling or- 
ders in the market were also on a very small 
scale. The market was very generally heavy 
in the earlier part of the day, largely from 
the influence of weakness in the London 
market. The disclosure through yesterday's 
London settlement of a long account in Amer- 
icans is interpreted as weakening the techni- 
cal position of this market, and the growing 
tichiness of money in London gives rise to 
the apprehension that New York may have to 
absorb considerable speculative liquidation 
from that center. In fact, the selling for Lon- 
don account today was estimated as high as 
75.000 shares on balance. Our own money 
market continues unruffied, call loan rates 
falling away a shade in spite of the continued 
absorption of funds on sub-treasury opera- 
tions and the postponement of the return flow 
of the tunds from the interior. The recent 
daily average transfer of 8100. 000 to $200, - 
000 to New Orleans was supplemented by the 
transfer of $200,000 to Chicafo through the 
sub-treasury today. If the activity of interior 
business is to make new demands on New 
York for currency. it may upset calculations 
over the future of the money market. This 
may have prompted the disinclination to deal 
in stocks. The early heaviness of the market 
gave way quite generally to a recovery in 
the late dealings after London had ceased 
selling. Probably covering by shorts uround 
the room was a factor in the movement. The 
gains were not all retained to the clove, which 
was nroderately active and irregular.

OSTEOPATHY BILL GOES 


, DOWN IN DEFEAT 
The osteopathy bill, which was up in 
the senate vestemay morning for a final 
vote, falied to get a conatitutional ma- 
jority and therefore lost. On the vote 
those favoring it were nineteen and those 
Opposed eiehtecn;: but as twenty-three la 
& constitutional majcrity the bill does 
not become a law. 

The two measures ahead of the osteo- 
pathy bill in the sernte yesterday morn- 
ing were Jaid aside until another day and 
immediately after the reading of the 
Journal the bill was taken up and the 
fight began. It was the flist fight of the 
session and it was a battle royal. For 
three hours the senators spoke for and 
against the measure and both sides made 
a strong showing. Oratory was rampant 
and mrany excellent speeches were made 


the fight for the bill were Senators Boyn- 
ton, chairman of the gereral judiciary 
committee that recommended the passage 
of the bill; Bell of the thirty-ninth; Har- 
rill, of the twelfth; Johnson of the fifth; 
Baker, ot the forty-second; Wilcox, of the 
fifteenth, while those opposing the meas- 
ure were Senators Ellis, of the twenty- 
second, and Allen, of the twenty-sixth. 
Before the bill was taken up there was 
a perfect flood of amendments and sub- 
stitutes, but none of them passed except 
one by the judiciary committee which only 
went to perfect the bill in a manner that 
did not affect its general character. The 
prompt manner in which the amendments 
and substitutes were killed led the friends 
of the dill to believe that it would pass 
when it came to a vote, but they were 
doomed to disappointment. The first 
speaker to open the fight was Senator 
Chappell, of, the twenty-fourth, who 


Senator, Chappell said that he 
knew from undisputable evidences that

Senator hnseon, of the fifth, spoke 
briefly of his personal experience with os- 
teopathy and what it had done for him 
in the way of curing sick headaches that 
he hud had for thirty years and that all 
the doctora had failed on. 


Bell Argues for Measure. 


Benator Hell, of the thirtieth, then took 
the floor and made what waa probably 
the atrongest argument of the day in fa- 
vor of the mearure, Benator Bell, sald in 
part: “The matin thing to be considered in 
this queation la whether this method of 
curing ia meritorious or not. If it ia, let 
us enact a law protecting it, and if it 
ia not then let us prohibit, But it haa 
not heen attacked from that atandpoint, 
ven the senator from the twenty-fourth 
who does not favor the bill, admita that 
there is good in it. Then let us accept 
ae u fact that it la good. I betieve myself 
that it la the very thing for certain an- 
ments. Men engaged in helping suffering 
humanity ought to be protected instead 
uf being degraded, as 1 believe these 
amendments and substitutes will do. But 
thie bill protects the people against im- 
posters and gives them the very dest 
talent in this mode of treatment.“ Sena- 
tor Bell spoke at length and his remarks 
were eloquent throughout. 

It remained for Senator Baker to take 
the matter up from a acientific and medi- 
cal standpoint, and this he was able to 
do, having been a physician for thirty 
years. He went into a technica) detail of 
the different modes of curing the sick 
and said that if there was as much osteo- 
pathy as was claimed for it that he was 
in favor of taking the bridle off and let- 
ting it be practiced without any of the 
restrictions put about the other schools 
of medicine. 7 

ne or two other senators spoke briefly 
for the bill and then Senator Allen, as 
one of the members of the judiciary com- 
mittee who did not agree to the report, 
took the floor against it. He started out 
by saying that he was opposed to osteo- 
pathy beeause he did not think there was 
anything in it and he then proceeded to 
give many strong reasons why the bill 
shculd not pass. He said that he would 
be the last man to stand in the way of 
science, but that the object of the bill 
was to put ésteopathy, who halied from a 
distant part of the country, on @ level 
with the men who had administered to 
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30 and 41 Whitehall Street. 
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the suffering humanity of the state for 
so many years. He spoke of hdw the 
doctors all opposed the measure and de- 
clared there was nothing in it. 

The author of the bill, Senator Harrell, 
of the twelfth, followed Senator Alien, 
and he made a short but strong argu- 
ment in favor of his bill, His argument 
was on the line that he had heard noth- 
ing said against osteopathy ag a curative 
method, and that if it was such it should 
be protected by law and if not it should 
be put out of the state. Senator Ellis 
concluded the argument against the Dill 
in a strong and eloquent speech, and he 
was followed by Scnator ynton, who 
answered some of the questions asked and 
the arguments used against the bill. 

After the various amendments had been 
disposed of the vote came on the original 
bill, and the ayes and nays were called 
for and the vote resulted as above stated.
